Seven Episcopalian bishops, with di- 


oceses In north middle west, say plain- 
ly that the good of the church de- 
mands an elective 
supreme 
officer, 


•whoso executive powers may bo grad- 
ually Increased. 


Four others declare themselves "op- 


posed to anything approaching 
pa- 


pacy," and deem the present almost 
honorary office of senior bishop a suf- 
ficiently centralized form of govern- 
ment. 


Bishop Potter of New York bases the 


hostility to the suggested Innovation 
on the attendant necessity of dividing 
the country Into ecclesiastical prov- 
inces. These expressions of opinion 
were called forth by tno recent edito- 
rial In the New York Churchman, an 
Episcopalian organ, 
which strongly 


Advocated the establishment of a con- 
stitutional and representative personal 
head of the church. 


Ill Advised, Says Potter. 


Bishop Potter, whose personality 


and important diocese of New York 
City gives his words great weight In 
church circles, says that a measure 
creating a supreme head of the church 
Would be "111 advised." 
*'e declares 


himself to be especially opposed to 
any ecclesiastical move that may stir 
up sectional feeling In the country. ' 


Bishop .Frederick D. Huntlngton at 


the diocese of .central New York said: 
• "In most respects- the church In 


. America corresponds to the church 


in England, but as for an archbishop, 
•we need none and I hope will never 
hare one." 


Meet* With Approval. 


Bishop Thomas U. Dudley of Louis- 


ville, Ky.. and Bishop James M. Fran' 
els of Indianapolis expressed strong 
approval of the project to give the 
church a more deflnlte head. 


Denial that the question of a "per- 


•onal head" to the church was a live 
Issue was mado by Bishop George D. 
Glllesple of the diocese of western 
Michigan. 


'This suggestion " said Bishop Gil- 


lesplo, "has never been seriously con- 
sidered by the church authorities." 


Bishop William A. Leonard of Cleve-

Agricultural 'Department 
Announces 


Recent Discovery.

' Washington, Oct. !i.—The agrlcul 
tural department has 
received- and 


published a report by E. A. De 
Schwolnlts anil M. Dorset of. tho bio- 
chcrnlc division of that department, In 
which they announce the discovery of 
the fact that t'leio Is a form of hog 
cholera which Is not caused ,by the 
hog cholera bacillus. They say'of the 
disorder: "The disease Is highly con> 
taglous, healthy pigs that were at 
lowed to come In contact with sick 
animals almost Invariably becoming 
Alck within the usual period of incuba 
tlon. 
So fur we havo bcon'runable to 


commuulcato this disease to any other 
animal than hogs."

Plot to Empty Prison. 


Gross frauds one' IrregulniiitCB were 


'ound In every dcp: rtment of the 
prison, but tho plot to empty the in- 
stitution of Its 1,100 desperate crlm- 
nals capped the climax. 


By degrees a total of 348 convicts,' 


out of a total of 1,100, secured "out- 
side" Jobs, the same being work in 
the yard, or In places other than their 
cells. Five of these man secured sta- 
lonii In the warden's quarters, where 
only one man stood between them and 
Iberty. As many more found employ? 
tcent clow to th« slngl . guard at th« 
center gate, and otl v» in the plott 
secured '-berths elo'« to the real cen- 
ter of the prison, wbnre only oo« man 
was always on guard. 


Punish the Convict*. 


With .these preliminaries arranged 


there was never a time when, at given ' 
signal, the 348 men "outside" could" 
not have overpowered the., thirty-six 
guards on duty and been well awar 
jcfore 'outside help could hare been 
secured. 


Of the 348 "outside" men 200 were* 


returned summarily to their cells tor 
solitary confinement. Gentry waa put 
on bread and water In a dark cell. 
and twenty of the other men. in the 
conspiracy had their cells "chalked," 
which means that all privileges are to 
:>e denied them and that they are to 
liave no work, which Is by far the 
most severe penalty that can be Im- 
posed upon a convict. 


Cells Are Searched. 


Every convict In the prison was 


taken out of his cell and stripped Im- 
mediately after the discovery of the 
plot. Everything was removed from 
the 700 cells and carried to the prison 
office, where schedules were made ot 
the property found. 


The list Includes files, saws, tem- 


pered wire, chisels, hooks, hatchets, 
hammers, table knives fashioned into 
dirks, 
sandbags, 
alungshoU, 
and 


knuckles fashioned out of lead pipe; 
whisky, money, counterfeit coins and 
iron bars. 


The locks upon the cell doors were 


found to bo defective, and It was dis- 
covered that the prison telephone sys- 
tem was arranged so that the twenty- 
two-year man assigned to the job could 
dismantle the entire plant with a twist 
of the wrist. 


"No hick" appeared tattooed on tha 


forehead of a burglar who was sen- 
tenced to fifteen months' Imprison* 
ment in Paris the other day. He said 
the words h,ad b«en there sine* h« waa 
a child, and had exercised an "unholy 
spell" on him ever since. 


DI.SCONSOLArTE MAN DIGS GRAVE 


Pennsylvania Miner Is Rescued When 


at the Point of Starving. 


WHUosbarre, Pa., Oct. li.—At the

Th>- storm which sent the Ilnckley 


to the bottom Is the worst which has 
been recorded In 
this ' vicinity for 


years. The steamer was seven miles 
from Green Island when It broke, and 
warned by the, threatening cloudtt, the 
captain was hastening to get his boat 
nnilrr the shelter of the Island. 


The first blast of the gale was so 


fierce that the upper works of the 
steamer were lorn off. The passengers 
were In the cabin, but at the sound of 
the breaking timbers they ran on deck. 
A frantic search for life preservers be- 
gan. but before any could be secured 
the second burst of wind rolled the 
steamer over until the water poured 
Into the hold through the cabin doors. 
Again the wind caught the steamer, 
this time full on its side, rolling the 
boat completely over. 
It sank In- 


stantly. 


CaptalngDIes at Post. 


A number of those lost were carried 


under by the suction of the sinking 
boat, and. It Is believed, did not come 
to the surface again. Capt. Vorous re- 
mained In the pilot house trying to 
head the steamer Into the wind, and 
•went down with the ship. 


The wind, which continued with al- 


most the for.cc of a hurricane, caused 
a heavy sea to spring up Immediately. 
In the darkness and the pouring rain 
•which accompanied the wind It was 
Impossible to see, and the stronger 
swimmers were unable to render aid 
to those who were struggling near 
them. The wind drove them farther 
apart, so that the cries of the drown 
Ing were lost. 


Crew to the Rescue. 


When the Sheboygan reached the vi- 


cinity of the wreck the lookout heard 
a hall from the water almost under 
the steamer's bow. He saw a man on 
a piece of wreckage and a lifeboat was 
lowered. 
After a hard pull In the 


heavy sea the crew of the lifeboat sue 
ccedcd In getting him on board. This 
man was nearly dead, but he managed 
to tell enough of the disaster to start 
the steamer on a long search over the 
surrounding water. Eight others were 
picked up, and after several hours 
spent In steaming around 
It 
was 


thought certain that every one of the 
passengers and crew of the Hackley 
who had remained atloat had heuu res- 
cued. 


In order to procure medical aid for 


the . shipwrecked person! the Shoboy- 
gan put Into Fish Creek, the nearest 
port, and there landed the survivors. 
Tugs were sent out at once to continue 
the search In the hope, that others 
might have remained afloat.

BELIEF THAT CHRISTIANITY HAC 


REACHED THERE. 


Plautible Arguments Put Forth. Bad 


ed by Discoveries of Works of A: 
Seem to Prove Tncir Presence i 
the Roman City. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


"Were there Christians residing !;• 


Pompeii at the period of its destruc- 
tlou? Or, ratht-r. arc then- any evi 
dences or remains which would h-u<. 
people to accept thin probability? 


What might, at ilrst Night, appear to 


furnish a snbntantial 
priwit of tin 


presence of Christians In Pompeii was 
the discovery of a terra cut la Inn.] 
adorned with a cross, which 
was 


found there, lint Garrurcl. tin- emi- 
nent antiquarian and writer on Clirls 
tlun art. demonstrated that this lamp 
could not jnstlly be attributed to u 
date earlier than the fourth or fifth 
century 
of 
the Cnrlstian era. and 


could not, therefore. .be ot any value 
one way or another, and must hav< 
belonged to persons who were exe:t 
rating or searching for treasures In 
Pompeii ahout that period. 


There are several plausible reason* 


for conjecturing that 
Christianity 


might have'reached I'ompeil. In the 
Acts of tue Apostle* It Is related that 
•when St.. Paul was on bin way ti 
Home. In-cposequence of his appeal 
to" Caesar,' he landed at 1'uleoll, tin 
modern' Pozzuoll. where he was met 
by Christians, "bretliren," who desired 
him to 'tarry, with tlium some days. 
Tnc distance betwen Poz/.uoll 
and 


Pompeii layabout thirty miles. It is 
not unreasonable'; therefore, 
to 
ex- 


pect that, If thero were Christians In 
Pozzuoll, when St. Paul landed at It. 
there might well be Christians In 
Pompeii during the twenty years that 
elapsed between that dale and the de- 
struction of It In A. I). 7U. Christian- 
ity made ra;ild stride^, and It Is quite 
natural to think It readied I'ompeil, 
thirty miles from Po/.y.uoll. within the 
spare of twenty years. 


The -most interesting, and. Indeed, 


the most remarkable of discoveries, 
more or less associated with this sub- 
ject, was that made In June. 1SS2, a 
fresco In which what seems the "Judg- 
ment of Solomon" Is clearly repre- 
sented, though the llgures are dwarfs. 
When It was brought to light It was 
described as the first representation 
of a sacred subject yet found In Pom- 
pelt. It was transferred at once to 
Naples museum, where It may now be 
seen. It In G feet I! Inches in length 
by 19 Inches high, and Is surrounded 
by a black line about one Inch In 
width. 
'•"The "scene." wrote Sir. K. Neville 
Holfe, the British consul at Naples, 
who was, I believe, the first to make 
Us discovery known to the English 
speaking world, "the scene 
Is 
laid 


upon a terrace In front of a house 
adorned 
with 
creeping plants and 


•haded with a white awning. On a 
dais, represented as being ahout four 
'feet high, sits the Icing, holding a 
scepter, and robed In white. . On each 
side of him sits a councillor, and he- 
hind them six soldiers under arms. 
The king Is represented as leaning 
'over the front of the dais toward a 
•woman In a green robe, who kneels 
before him with disheveled hair and 
outstretched hands. 


"In the center of the court Is 


three-legged table, like a butcher's 
block, upon which lies an Infant, who 
Is held In a recumbent position, In 
spite of his struggles, by a woman 
wearing a turban. A soldier In ar 
mor, and wearing a helmet with a 
long red plume, holds the legs of the 
Infant, and Is about to cleave It in 
two with his -falchion. A group of 
spectators 
completes the 
picture, 


•which contains In all nineteen figures. 
The drawing Is poor, but the colors 
are partlculaily bright, and the preser- 
vation is excellent."

resented here Is a puzzle.

rived from these discoveries made at 
long Intervals of lime, taUon in con- 
junction with the great probability 
that Christianity had reached Pom- 
pell some years prior to the destruc- 
tion of that city, Is all towards fur- 
nishing an alllnnatlve answer to the 
i|ue»tloii. Were then.- Christians In 
Pompeii?

Temples, too, there are

dance, and no end of gods and god- 
desses, and demigods ami fauns and 
satyrs and heroes. 
The very cere- 


monies of sacrifice are. made familiar 
to us by paintings, which are contem- 
porary works, and show the actual 
scene. 


Then of the people we learn much. 


In the museum at Pompeii a model of 
the actual body of the dead Pompelan 
Is seen who In his night on the dread- 
ful day of the eruption fell and was 
covered with ashes, leaving in de- 
cay n mold of himself, which has af- 
terwards been filled with plaster of 
pnrls and forms his statue. These, 
there arc several of them, are the 
most lifelike representation It is pos- 
sible to Imagine. They express In 
face and attitude—the arm covering 
the mouth as If to avoid the muphltlc 
vapors—the agony of the death they 
suffered. 
They furnish an eloquent 


testimony to the horrors of the de- 
struction nf Pompeii.
